I will therefore set before you the laws of God, 
by which God will judge you ; and I will ask you 
such questions as may be proper to call your sins 
to your remembrance ; ana you will do well, 
wherever you shall have reason, to say with the 
Publican, — God be merciful unto me, for I have 
offended in this or this thing. 

And be not too tender of yourself; but remember, 
that the more severe you are in accusing and con- 
demning yourself, the more favour you may expect 
from God. 
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Your duty to God, you know, is, to fear Him, 
to love Him, to trust in Him, to honour, and to 
obey Him. 

Consider, therefore, seriously; — Have you not 
lived as if there were no God to call you to an 
account ? 

Has the knowledge of God's almighty power, 
and severe justice, made you fearful of offending 
Him? 

Are you convinced that you have not loved God 
so much as His goodness and care of you deserved P 

Has the love of God made you desirous to please 
Him? 

Have you so put your trust in God as to be 
contented with what He has appointed, without 
murmuring, and without questioning the wisdom of 
His choices ? 

Have you not been unthankful for God's mercies? 

Have you never, as you know of, taken any false 
oath ? 

Have you never been accustomed to swear, to 
curse, or to take God's Name in vain ? 

Have you not very often spent the Lord's Day 
idly ? 

Have you not been careless and irreverent in 
God's House ? 

Have you been careful to pray to God daily, for 
His pardon, His grace, and His protection ? 

Have you constantly received the Lord's Supper 
when you have had an opportunity ? 

Have you never gone profanely to the Sacrament 
without examining yourself, and without purposing 
to lead a new life ? 

Have you not despised God's Word, His 
Ministers, or His House ? 
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Your duty to your neighbour is, to love him as 
yourself. 

Have you so loved all men, as to wish and pray 
sincerely for their welfare P 

Have you not hated your enemies ? 

Hare you paid due reverence in heart, in word, 
in behaviour, to your parents, and to all such as 
were over you in place and authority P 

Have yon not been subject to sinful, unadvised 
anger ? 

Have yon never done any thing to shorten the 
life of your neighbour P 

Have you not lived in malice or envy, or wished 
any man s death P 

Have you led others into sin, and so helped to 
destroy their souls P 

Have you hastened your own end by wilful in- 
temperance and disorderly living P 

Have you never fallen into the sins of drunken- 
ness, gluttony, tippling, or an idle life P 

Have you kept yourself free from the sins of 
whoredom, impurity, or uncleanness P 

Have you never delighted yourself in wanton 
company, unchaste songs, or filthy talking P 

Have you never adorned your body with the 
desire of attracting admiration, or provoking the 
lusts of others P 

Have you kept your hands from picking and 
stealing ? and have you no wrong or robbery to 
answer for ? 

Have you served your master honestly ? and 
done your duty by him ? 

Have you not deceived him in any matter P 

Have you kept your tongue from evil-speaking, 
lying, and slandering P 
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Have you never denied the truth, to hide your 
own faults ? 

Have you never been glad to hear evil of 
others ? or laughed at those who are better than 
yourself ? 

Have you never acted the hypocrite, pretending 
to be better than you are ? 

Have you never been discontented with the 
state of life, to which it has pleased God to call 
you? 

Have you laboured honestly and truly to get 
your own living, and to do your duty in it ? 

Have you never coveted your neighbour's goods, 
or envied his better lot ? 

Have you done unto others, as you would have 
them do unto you ? 

Can you call to mind any injury or wrong, for 
which you ought now to ask pardon, and make 
amends P 

Have you led any into sin, whom you can now 
recall ? 



Have you now considered the sins which you 
have been most subject to ? 

Remember, then, what St. Paul saith : 

" This ye know, that no whoremonger, nor un- 
clean person, nor covetous man, who is an idolater, 
hath any inheritance in the kingdom of Christ and 
of God." Eph. v. 5. 

And again : 

" Now the works of the flesh are manifest, which 
are these; Adultery, fornication, uncleanness, lasci- 
viousness, idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, variance, 
emulations, wrath, strife, seditions, heresies, envy- 
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ings, murders, drunkenness, revellings, and such 
like : of the which I tell you before, as I have 
also told you in time past, that they which do such 
things shall not inherit the kingdom of God." 
Gal. v. 19—21. 

" Know ye not that the unrighteous shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God ? Be not deceived : 
neither fornicators, nor idolaters, nor adulterers, 
nor effeminate, nor abusers of themselves with 
mankind, nor thieves, nor covetous, nor drunkards, 
nor revilers, nor extortioners, shall inherit the king- 
dom of God." 1 Cor. vi. 9, 10. 
And our Saviour Himself hath said, 
" Except ye repent, ye shall all likewise perish." 
Luke xiii. 3. 



Are you convinced that it is an evil thing and 
bitter to forsake the Lord ? 

Axe you resolved to avoid all temptations, and 
occasions of the sins you have now repented of ? 

Do you verily believe that you shall not fall 
into any of these sins again ? 

If you should do so, will you immediately beg 
God's pardon, and be more watchful over yourself r 

Will you strive with all your might to overcome 
the corruptions of your nature, by prayers, by 
fasting, by self-denial ? 

Do you purpose, if God shall prolong your 
days, to bring forth fruits meet for repentance ? 

Are you in perfect charity with all the world ? 

Do you forgive all others, as you hope to be 
forgiven yourself? 
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And now I will leave you for a while to God, 
and to your own conscience ; beseeching Him to 
discover to you the charge that is against you; 
that you may know, and confess, and bewail, and 
abhor, the errors of your life past ; that your sins 
may be done away by His mercy, and your 
pardon sealed in Heaven, before you go hence and 
be no more seen. 



A SERMON 

ON 

REPENTANCE. 



Psalm ix. 17. 

The wicked shall be turned into hell, and all the 
people that forget God, 

IVTOW seeing that all they are accursed (as the 
-^ prophet David beareth witness) who do err 
and go astray from the commandments of God ; 
let us (remembering the dreadful judgment hang- 
ing over our heads, and always ready to fall upon 
us) return unto our Lord God, with all contrition 
and meekness of heart ; bewailing and lamenting 
our sinful life, acknowledging and confessing our 
offences, and seeking to bring forth worthy fruits 
of penance. For now is the axe put unto the root 
of the trees, so that every tree that bringeth not 
forth good fruit, is hewn down, and cast into the 
fire. It is a fearful thing to fall into the hands of 
the living God : He shall pour down rain upon 
the sinners, snares, fire and brimstone, storm and 
tempest ; this shall be their portion to drink. For 
lo, the Lord is come out of His place to visit the 
wickedness of such as dwell upon the earth. But 
who may abide the day of His coming ? Who 
shall be able to endure when He appeareth ? 
His fan is in His hand,, and He will purge His 
floor, and gather His wheat into the barn ; but He 
will burn the chaff with unquenchable fire. The 
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day of the Lord cometh as a thief in the night : 
and when men shall say, Peace, and all things are 
safe, then shall sudden destruction come upon 
them, as sorrow cometh upon a woman travailing 
with child, and they shall not escape. Then shall 
appear the wrath of God in the day of vengeance, 
which obstinate sinners, through the stubbornness 
of their heart, have heaped upto themselves ; which 
despised the goodness, patience, and long-sufferance 
of God, when He calleth them continually to re- 
pentance. Then shall they call upon me, (saith 
the Lord,) hut I will not hear ; they shall seek Me 
early, but they shall not find Me ; and that, because 
they hated knowledge, and received not the fear of 
the Lord, but abhorred My counsel, and despised 
My correction. Then shall it be too late to knock 
when the door shall be shut ; and too late to cry 
for mercy when it is the time of justice. O terrible 
voice of most just judgment, which shall be pro- 
nounced upon them, when it shall be said unto 
them, Go, ye cursed, into the fire everlasting, 
which is prepared for the devil and his angels. 

Therefore, brethren, take we heed betime, while 
the day of salvation lasteth ; for the night cometh, 
when none can work. But let us, while we have 
the light, believe in the light, and walk as children 
of the light, that we be not cast into utter dark- 
ness, where is weeping and gnashing of teeth. Let 
us not abuse the goodness of God, Who calleth us 
mercifully to amendment, and of His endless pity 
promiseth us forgiveness of that which is past, if 
with a perfect and true heart we return unto Him. 
For though our sins be as red as scarlet, they shall 
be made white as snow ; and though they be like 
purple, yet they shall be made white as wool. 
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Turn ye (saith the Lord) from all your wicked- 
ness/and your sin shall not be your destruction : 
Cast away from you all your ungodliness that ye 
have done : Make you new hearts, and a new 
spirit : Wherefore will ye die, O ye house of Israel, 
seeing that I have no pleasure in the death of him 
that dieth, saith the Lord God ? Turn ye then, 
and ye shall live. Although we have sinned, yet 
have we an Advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ 
the righteous; and He is the propitiation for our 
sins. For He was wounded for our offences, and 
smitten for our wickedness. Let us therefore re- 
turn unto Him, Who is the merciful Receiver of all 
true penitent sinners ; assuring ourselves that He 
is ready to receive us, and most willing to pardon 
us, if we come unto Him with faithful repentance; if 
we will submit ourselves unto Him, and from hence- 
forth walk in His ways ; if we will take His easy 
yoke and light burden upon us, to follow Him in 
lowliness, patience, and charity, and be ordered by 
the governance of His Holy Spirit ; seeking always 
His glory, and serving Him duly in our vocation 
with thanksgiving. This if we do, Christ will de- 
liver us from the curse of the law, and from the 
extreme malediction which shall light upon them 
that shall be set on the left hand ; and He will set 
us on His right hand, and give us the gracious 
benediction of His Father, commanding us to take 
possession of His glorious kingdom : unto which 
He vouchsafe to bring us all, for His infinite 
mercy. Amen.

[Here stay and confess thy sins.] 

Have mercy upon me, O God, after Thy great 
goodness, and according to the multitude of Thy 
mercies do away mine offences. Turn Thy face 
away from my sins, and blot out all my misdoings, 
for His sake Whom Thou hast given a sacrifice for 
the sins of the world, Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 

III. 

AND here, O Lord, I prostrate myself at the 
footstool of Thy Divine Majesty, I humble 
myself under Thy most mighty hand : I repent 
me exceedingly of all my daily backslidings from 
Thee ; and do again renew that vow and promise 
made in my Baptism, forsaking the service of the 
world, the devil, and the flesh. I offer and present 
unto Thee and to Thy service myself, my soul and 
my body, my thoughts and desires, my words and 
actions, to be this day and every day guided and 
ordered by Thee; humbly beseeching Thee to look 
mercifully upon my infirmities, to turn away from 
me all those evils of punishment which I by my 
manifold evils of sin have righteously deserved: 
and remembering whereof I am made, how frail I 
am, and how prevalent are my ghostly enemies, I 
most humbly beseech Thee to strengthen me against 
all the crafts and assaults of the devil, the world, 
and the flesh, that they never prevail against me, 
either to draw away my heart from Thee, or my 
actions from the rule of Thy most holy laws ; but

that when my body shall lie down in the bed of 
darkness, my soul may pass into the regions of 
eternal light, through Jesus Christ our Lord.

my life, through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.

Give us this 
day our daily bread. And forgive us our trespasses, 
As we forgive them that trespass against us.
